Slipping silently out of the naval 
base here at midnight last night, 
the U. S, S. California, flagship of 
the

dreadnoughts 
and 
vessels

fleet train force, repair and supply 
ships southward. 
Before daw'n this 
main column of America’s sea power 
in the Pacific steamed through for­ 
mations 
of thirty-five 
destroyers, 
submarines, 
aircraft 
carriers 
and 
other light fighting craft w’hich had 
steamed out of San Diego base in 
readiness. 
The lighter forces, following blink­ 
er signals 
from 
the 
California, 
moved into fleet cruising formation 
around the main battle column and 
its 
convoy 
and 
the 
W’hole 
battle 
fleet, 67 vessels, was on its way. It 
w^ent 
into 
a 
condition 
of 
battle 
readiness known as the blue fle e t 
The blue fleet w*as prepared for 
an attack from the black fleet, com­ 
posed of the forces of the United 
States scouting fleet from the At­ 
lantic. 
In 
the 
black 
force 
were 
three 
dreadnaughts, 
the 
flaship 
W yoming and the N ew York and 
Utah. 
Its m ost effective component 
was the light cruiser divisions, com­ 
posed of the fastest w’ar craft afloat, 
the eight new' scout cruisers. 
There were reported to be thirty- 
tw'o destroyers in the black fleet 
together 
with 
the aircraft tender 
Wright and aerial squadrons and a 
number of submarines. 
J ust w'here 
the black fleet is located is 
the 
problem of the blue fleet to ascer­ 
tain and safeguard itself from at­ 
tack. 
Movement of the blue fleet, limit­ 
ed as it is by the slow moving train 
forces, about 10 knots an hour or 
so, is such that it will reach the 
area in which the grand maneuvers 
are to he held about February 8 . 
The maneuvers will continue for six 
days to be follow'ed by concentra­ 
tion of forces as the United States 
Fleet of 128 vessels to proceed to 
Balboa, C. Z., arriving there Feb­ 
ruary 15.

Dr. F. R. Moulton of the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago a ddressed a meeting of 
scientists in Kansas City the other day and 
told something about the probable life­ 
span of the earth.

W hoever these men w’ere, 
they did their share for the human race.
